No
Jaw that has been enacted In re.
ocont years has had more thought and
cureful conslderntion by the best
minds In the state. And yet It Is
not improbable that the feellng over
the state s not unanimouws Iin favor
of the law., This is due to the
falee Impressions that have been
spread by the Insurance <companles
opposing the measure and their hire-
lings of the newspapers. Not one ol
the big dally papers of the stale
have openly favored the bill, and
mwany of the writers have maligned
the men who have been foremost in
the fight for Insurance reform. In
the first place, the insurance depart
ment will be taken from the state
avditor and will be pced under the
control of an insurance commission,
whioh wil be authorized to select
an expert insurance man for secre-
tary of the board; state companles,
referring more particularly to life
companies, will be compelled to
mwake annual settlement with polley
holders and along scolentific lines.
Mutual and fraternal companies will
not be affected by the law In the
way of depositing reserves with the

WASHINGTON LETTER

The Democratic Tariff Bill Wil Put
Some of the Burden on the Rich

Washington, April 16,—The demo-
cratle tariff bill, now pending in con-
greas, proposes to tnke some of the
tax off of such articles as woolens,
cottons, sugar, meat and lumber, and
Lo make up for the loss of revenue
by taxing the Incomes of the weal-
thy.

Under the Payne-Aldrieh law  the
hwvis, conts and shirts of the masses
are tmked almost 71 per cent., while
men ke John D, Hockefeller hav
ing an annual income of §60,000,000
n year have mot been required io
piy a single penny of taxation to
the national government on their
swollen fortunes.

It goes without saying that the
Sugar Trust, the Woolen [rust, the
Lumber Trust, and the Beef Trust,
will condemn the new tariff bill as
clans legislation. They were never
heard to complain however of class
iegislation whem it hik the other fel-
low.

The masses of the people produce
the wealth, and by legislative advan-
tage a few get possession of it, and
now these few object to the trans-
fer to wealth of even the amount of
tuxation derived from the tariff on
woolens, cottons, sugnr, meat and
lumber, which are but a few of sev-
&ral thousand {tems on which the
masses are now paying a tax,

The Income Tax

Under the Income Tax provision
those having an mcome of more than
$4,000 must pay a tax of one per

OMAHA'S DAMAGED HOMES
RAPIDLY BEING RESTORED

Omaha, Neb., April 16.—The wark
of restoration of Omaha’s tornado
stricken district is going rapidly
nlong. Under the personal direction
of C, C. Rosewater, chalrman of the
operating committee, rapid progress
along systematic lines has Dbeen

made. To date, thirty-five homes at
an average cost of $254 have been
restored, while ten mdditional homes

have been repaired through the co-
operaticn of the Rellef Committee.

One hundred and sixty families,

who were renters, have been provid-
¢d for. New homes have been fur-
nished, the rent pald in advance, ansl
the houses completely outfitted from
the basemen! to the bed rooms, In
muny Instances, the reciplents are
in much more comfortuble circum-
stunces than befoare the tornado. Ev-
ery ciase that hes been assisted has
been worthy and the relief given on-
ly after thorough investigation.
1,881 families have been given food
and provisions since the tornado.
Many of these are yet beilng taken
care of by the Rellef Committes,
which is attempting to put them on
a self-supporting basis as fast as
time will permit,

A visit to the tornado district to-
day, occasioms much discussion, =o
complete has been the restommtion
work. While many evidences of the
sftorm renmmin, yet the wonderful
